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„the course we were taking would 
„prove to be the salvation, not only 
of this camp, but of the Saints left 
„behind. But there had been things 
„done which were wrong. Some 
**pleaded our suffering from persecu- 
tion, and the loss of our homes and 
property, as a justification for retali- 
ating upon our enemies, but such a 
course tends to destroy the kingdom 
of God.” 

This, in a nutshell, seems to be the 

explanation of many of the objection 
able features in Mormon history from 
the beginning to this day. To expect 
no retaliation under ‘wrongs such as 
the Mormons have borne, would be 
too much to expect from pugnacious 
human nature; yet have the Mor- 
mons, as a people, returned good for 
evil, even in their expulsions and mar- 
tyrdoms. 
Towards the end of April the camp 
came to a place the leaders named 
Garden Grove. Here they determined 
to form a small settlement, open farms, 
and make a temporary gathering place 
for ‘‘the poor,” while the better pre- 
pared were to push on the way and 
make other settlements. 

On the morning of the 27th of April 
the bugle sounded at Garden Grove, 
and all the men assembled to organize 
for labor. Immediately hundreds of 
men were at work cutting trees, split. 
ting rails, making fences, cutting logs 
for houses, building bridges, digging 
wells, making ploughs and herding 
Cattle. Quite a number were sent 
into the Missouri settlements to ex- 
change horses for oxen, valuable fea- 
ther beds and the like for provisions 
and articles most needed in the camp, 
and the remainder engaged in plough- 
ing and plantiug. Messengers were 
also dispatched to call in the bands of 
pioneers scattered over the country 
seeking work, with instrustions to 
' basten them up to help form the new 


gettlements before the season had 


passed; so that, in a scarcely con- 
@eivable time, at Garden Grove and 
Mount Pisgah, industrious settlements 


sprang up almost as if by magic. The 
main also hurried on toward old 
Ceuncil Bluffs, under the President 
and his chief men, to locate winter 


' Quarters, and to send on a picked 
cempany of pioneers that year to the 


— 
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Rocky Mountains. Reaching the Mis- 


souri River, they were welcomed by 


the Pottowatomie and Omaha Indians, 


By this time Apostle Orson Hyde 
had arrived at head quarters from 
Nauvoo, and Apostle Woodruff, home 
from his mission to England, was at 
Mount Pisgah. To this place an ex- 

ress from the President at Council 

luffs came to raise one hundred men 
for the expedition te the mountains. 
Apostle Woodruff called for the 
mounted volunteers, aad sixty at once 
followed him out into the line; but 
the next day an event occurred which 
caused the postponement of the jour- 
ney to the nfountains till the follow- 
ing year. 1 

It was on the 26th of June, when 
the camp at Mount Pisgah was thrown 
into consternation by the cry, “‘ The 
United States troops are u us!” 
But soon afterwards, Captain James 
Allen arriving with only three dra- 
goons, the excitement 2 The 
High Council was called, and Captain 
Allen laid before it his business, which 
is set forth in the following : 


Circular to the Mormons : 


I have come among you, instructed 
by Col. S. F. Kearney, of the U.S. 
ae, now commanding the Army of 
the West, to, visit the Mormon camp, 
and to accept the service for twelve 
months of four or five companies of 
Mormon men who may be willing to 
serve their country for that peried in 
our present war with Mexico; this 
force to unite with the Army of the 
West at Santa Fe, and be marched 
thence to California, where they will 
be discharged. 

They will receive pay and rations, 
and other allowances, such as other 


volunteers or regular soldiers 


receive 
from the day they shall be mustered 
into the service, and will be entitled 
to all comforts and benefits of regular 
soldiers of the army, and when dis- 
charged, as contemplated, at Cali- 
fornia, they will be given gratis their 
arms and accoutrements, with which 
they will be fully equipped at Fort 
Leavenworth. This is offered to the 
Mormon people now. This gives an 
opportunity of sending a portion of 
their young and intelligent men to the 
ultimate timation of their whole 
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people, and entirely at the expense of 
the United States, and this advanced 

rty can thus pave the way and look 
out the land for their brethren te come 
after them. | 

Those of the Mormons who are de- 
sirous of serving their country, on the 
conditions here enumerated, are re 

uested to meet me without delay at 
their principal camp at the Council 
Bluffs, whither I am now going to 
consult with their principal men, and 
to receive and organize the force con- 
templated to be raised. 

I will receive all healthy, able- 
bodied men of from eighteen to forty- 
five years of age. 

J. Auten, Capt. Ist Dragoons.

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gah, 138 miles east of Council Bluffs, 

June 26, 1846. 

Norte. — I hope to complete the orga- 
nization of this battalion in six days 
after my reaching Council Blaffs, or 
within nine days from this time. 

The High Council of Mount Pisgah 
treated the military envoy with studied 
courtesy, but the matter was of too 
great importance for even an opinion 
to be hazarded in the absence of the 


‘master mind; so Captain Allen was 


furnisbed with a letter of introduction 
to Brigham Young and the authorities 
at head quarters, and a special mes- 
senger was dispatched by Apostle 
Woodruff to prepare the President for 
the business of the Government agent.

Remarks by President Brigham Young, 

at the Temple, St. George, January 

1, 1877. 

J cannot consent in my feelings to 
retire from this house without exer- 
cising my strength, the strength of my 
lungs, stomach and speaking organs, 
in speaking to this people. I hardly 
dare say what is in my heart to say to 
this people. Perhaps it would not be 
prudent, but I will say a few encou- 
raging things to the Latter. day Saints, 
that is, they ought to be encouraging. 
We that are here are enjoying a privi- 
lege that we have no knowledge of any 
other people enjoying since the days 
of Adam, that is, to have a Temple 
completed, wherein all the ordinances 
of the house of God can be bestowed 
upon his people. Brethren and sisters, 
do you understand this? It seems 
that a great many of the people know 
nothing about it. It is true that 
Solomon built a Temple for the purpose 
of giving endowments, but from what 
we can learn of the history of that 
time they gave very fewif any endow- 
ments, and one of the high priests 
was murdered by wicked and cor- 
rupt men, who had already begun 
to apostatize, because he would not 
reveal those things appertaining to 
the Priesthood that were forbidden 
him to reveal until he came to the 
proper place. I will not say but 
what Enoch had Temples and offi- 
ciated therein, but we have no ac 
count of it. We know that he raised 
up a people so pure and holy that 
they were not permitted to remain 
with the wicked inhabitants of the 
earth, but were taken to another place. 
We as Latter-day Saints have been 
laboring for ever forty years, and the 
revelations given us in the first were 
to establish the kingdom by gatherin 
the Saints, building Temples, an 
organizing the people as the family of 
heaven bere on the earth. We reared 
up a Temple in Kirtland, but we had 
no basement in it, nor a font, nor pre- 
— to give endowments for the 
iving or the dead. It was left by the 
Saints before it was completed, they 
going to Missouri. Joseph located the 


site for the Temple Block in Jackson 


south-east corner of the Temple in the 
year 1831,—also laid the corner-stone 
for a Temple in Far West, Caldwell 
County, Mo. These Temples were 
not built. We built one in Nauvoo. 
I could pick out several before me now 
that were there when it was built, and 
know just how mach was finished and 
what was done. It is true we left 
brethren there with instructions to 
finish it, and they got it nearly 
completed before it was burned, but 
the Saints did not enjoy it. Now 
we have a Temple which will all be 
finished in a few days, and of which 
there is enough completed to com- 
mence work therein which bas not 
been done since the days of Adam, 
that we have any knowledge of. Now 
those that can see the spiritual atmos- 
phere can see that many of the Saints 
are still glued to this earth and lusting 
and longing after the things of this 
world, in which there iw no profit. 
It is true, we should look after the 
things of this world and devote all 
to the building up of the kingdom 
of God. According to the present 
feelings of many of our brethren, 
they would arrogate to themselves 
this world and all that pertains to it, 
and cease not day nor night to see 
that it was devoted to the buildin 

up of the kingdom of the devil, an 

if they had the power they would 
build a railroad to carry it to hell 
and establish themselves there. 
Where are the eyes and the hearts 
of this people? Where is their in- 
terest for their own salvation and 
that of their forefathers? We enjoy 
privileges that are enjoyed by no one 
else on the face of the earth. Sup- 
pose we were awake to this thing, 
namely, the salvation of the human 
family, this house would be crowded,. 
as we hope it will be, from Monday 
morning until Saturday night. This. 
house was built here in this place 
purposely, where it is warm and plea-. 
sant in the winter time, and comfort- 
able to work, also fur the Lamanites, 
and all those coming from the south, 
and other places to receive their en- 
dowments, and other blessings. What 
do you suppose the fathers would say 
if they could speak from the dead? 
Would they not say, ‘We have lain 


here thousands of years, here in this 
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prison house, waiting for this dis 

nsation to come? Here we are, 
— and fettered, in the associa- 
tion of those who are filthy ” What 
would they whisper in our ears? 
Why if they bad the power the very 
thunders of heaven would be in our 
ears, if we could but realize the im 

rtance of the work we are engaged 
in. All the angels in heaven are look 
ing at this little bandfull of people, 
and stimulating them to the salvation 
of the human family. So also are the 
devils in hell looking at this people, 
too, and trying to overthrow us, and 
the people are still shaking hands with 
the servants of the devil, instead of 
sanctifying themselves and calling 
upon the Lord and doing the work 
which he has commanded us and put 
into our hands to do. When I think 
upon this subject, IJ want the tongues 
of seven thunders to wake up the 
people. Can the fathers be saved 
without us? No. Can we be saved 
without them? No, and if we do not 
wake up and cease to long after the 
things of this earth, we will find that 
we as individuals will go down to hell, 
although the Lord will preserve a peo- 
ple unto bimself. Now we are ready 
to give endowments, do you have any 
feelings for those who have died with- 
out having the Gospel? The spirit 
was awakened in the people io the 
north when we gave the word that we 
should do no more work in the En- 
dowment House—they came to us 
crying and pleading to be baptized for 
theirdead. What else could they do? 
They can come here aud do the 
work for their dead, and put these 
poor prisoners on the ground where 
they will be free. Do we realize 
this? As long as we tarry here, we 
are subject to the world. Bur now 
go to, hke men and women, and say, 
we will embrace the truth and enter 
into the cevenants of God and carry 
them out. Then the bonds are broken 
and the bearts of the people are 
united in the Father. Perhaps, bre- 
thren and sisters, you will not get my 
meaning, but now go to work and let 
these holes in the ground alone, and 
let the Gentiles alone, whe would de- 
stroy us if they had the power. You 
are running after them, and some of 
our brethren are putting their wives 
and daughters into their society, and 
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will go to the devil with them too, if 
they do not look out. I would not 
have a dollar on the earth if I had to 
get it there. It has been the kingdom 
of God with me. What I have, I have 
got in this kingdom. Well, now, 
some of the Elders are running after 
these holes in the ground, and I see 
men before me, in this house that 
have no right to be bere. They are 
as corrupt in their hearts as they can 
be, and we take them by the band and 
call them brother. You will go to 
hell, lots of you, unless you repent. 
You may think this is plain talk, it is 
not as plain as you will find by and by. 
If you should ever go to the gates of 
heaven, Jesus will say he never knew 
you. While you have been saying 
your prayers and going to your meet- 
ings and are as corrupt in your hearts 
as men can be. You had better stop 
now and repent of yeur sins and sin 
no more, while there is yet time, and 
before the doors are closed against 
you. [want to wake you up, and if I 
had the power to lift the veil from 
your eyes and let you see things as 
they are, yon would be astonished, 
Not but what there are a great ma- 
jority of the people as good as they 
know how to be. Now I will say, 
bless the people, that they may do 
better, but show seme of the Elders. 
of Israel according to their present 
conduct a dollar on one side and eter- 
nal life on the other, and I fear they 
would choose the dollar. 

We are now prepared to attend to

out of her my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive 
not of her plagues.” 

The powers of darkness are becoming more seductive, unbelief is increasing, 
faith in God is being diminished, the churches are contending in regard to 
vestments, candles, incense, and ritual, the ordinances and power of the Gospel 
are ignored, the Truth is being rejected, and while the hearts of thousands are 
failing for fear, because of the things which are coming upon the earth,“ the 
fleeing Saints ure bearing testimony to the great controversy which the Lord 
hatk with the nations, in which he will plead with all flesh, and give them that 
are wicked to the sword ; Behold evil shall go forth from nation to nation, and 
the slain of the Lord shall be at that day from one end of the earth, even unto 
the other end of the earth ; they shall not be lamented, neither gathered, nor 
buried, they shall be dung upon the earth, saith the Lord.” (Jer. xxv, 31.) 
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But The Lord shall take one of a city, and two of a family, and bring them 

to Zion.” (Jer. iii, 14.) For ' in the lastdays it shall come to pass, that the 

mountain of the House of the Lord shall be established in the tops of the 

mountains, and it sball be exalted above the hills, and people shall flow unto 

it.” (Micah iv, 2.) Upon Mount Zion shall be deliverance.” ‘‘ Saviors 

shall come up on Mount Zion, and the kingdom shall be che Lord's.“ (Obadiah.) 
Such are some of the predictions yet to be fulfilled, and the day is nigh, even 

at the doors.” 

Many among the Saints who have deferred gathering, are now manifesting 
anxiety, they realize that they have grieved the spirit, that they have neglected 
opportunities, their lives and energies have been frittered away under their 
nominal membership in the Church, in establishing or maintaining the king- 
doms of this world, until they are bound as with bands of iron and bars of 
steel; their enthusiasm, vitality, and force, is almost a thing of the past; the 
ties of life, the marriage of their children, {the responsibilities of trade or 
business, the interlaced interests jof property, the creeping weight of years, 
have all become so many barriers to their deliverauce, they have partially lost 
their faith in God, they have lost faith in themselves, and some few are waiting. 
for the exit of their friends or kindred, believing that whenever such aud such 
circumstances shall combine, they will then make their escape; these are all 
tricks of the adversary. Men and women have sacrificed their best personal, 
interests, jeopardized the best interests of their children and generations, 
shamefully neglected and betrayed the sacred trust, given to them in the 
covenant, for their fathers who died without the Gospel, aud now, with the 
signs of the times, the forebodings of {the future prompted by the spirit, tho 
continued sense that the kingdom has gone, far ahead of them, while they have 
**slumbered and slept,” many such are groaning in spirit, dissatisfied with 
themselves and with everything around them, and some are becoming satara- 
ted with the idea that they have sinned away their day ofsgrace, or that nothing. 
short of the power of God, or his marvelous re arrangement of circumstances, 
will ever give them a renewal of lony lost and neglected opportunity. : 

The Almighty called upon the Saints to gather, and he is not an “‘ austere 
man,” expecting ‘‘ to reap where he did not sow,” but ove, mercifully, always 
in giving a commandment opening the way for its fulfillment. It may be safely 
said that every one who receives this Gospel of the Kingdom” in honesty of 
purpose, iu his or her experienve fiuds that their way opens once at least for 
their deliverance, but we have no promise that that shall always so remain. It 
may be that it needs a little foree aud energy, and sometimes an apparent, 
sacrifice, to press through when the door is but ajar, yet far too often, tastes, 
ambition, lack of economy, have piled up their inevitable results—the glass of 
beer oft repeated, the pipe for ever lit, ribbons or clothing more gay than 
aseful, higher rents than really necessary, supposed. to be due to a false 
respectability, sometimes mismanagement in a domestic sense, failure to make 
the best use of the wages of father, son, or daughter; in other cases, speculative. 
investment, weekly amounts paid to Orders, Clubs, Societies, have drained - 
the little surplus, thus turning into the narrow channel of anticipated evil that 
which, had it been turned in the direction of anticipated good, would have 
become an ever-widening stream, bearing on its God-blessed bosom each

increasing interest, until the whole would have safely reached the haven of 
temporal and eternal salvation. 

Brethren, sisters, ‘‘suffer the word of exhortation,” try again, try now;

week, till this becomes a habit, call them often tegether, interest each one, 
tell them what you want, what God hath commanded, invite the little ones to

„the diligent hand maketh rich,” seek to Father for his blessing, he helps those 
who help themselves, be in earnest, prove yourselves, fill every duty, avoid 
shirking ; at home be one, union is power, and though poor and embarrassed, 
discouraged, and nigh disheartened, the God of Israel will open your way at.

To these who can gather, who have the means, the season is approaching, 
seize the opportunity, riches sometimes take to themselves wings and flee away, 
calamity may touch the heels of prosperity, fire has been a purifier, drought.

He that hath been often reproved, bath been 
suddenly destroyed.” To you the cry is Gather,” yet if you feel that you are 
in the condition portrayed by the Prophet, Ephraim is joined to his idols, let 
him alone, (Hos. iv, 17,) send seme of your family, or look for some of God's 
poor,” and they perchance, if redeemed from Babylon by your assistance, may 
be to you as ‘‘ Saviors upon Mount Zion ;” ‘‘ having made to yourselves friends 
by the unrighteous Mammon,” you may come in possession of a portion of the 
true riches.

Ball, Nottingham Con- 
ference, is culled the following :—‘‘ After enjoying the holidays, called a 
special council meeting, which was well attended, on the first Sunday in Janu- 

After good instructions frum the Prest. and Traveling Elders, (brothers 
Ball, Barratt, and Stokes,) resolutions were passed in relation to clearing off an 
old debt, which, with the help of the Saints, they hope svon to accomplish ; 
held meetings afternoon and evening of the same day, at which a few strangers

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were present, some enquiry being the result. The brethren then visited and 
preached in some 17 places in the Nottingham, Derby, and Leicester districts, 
visiting both Saints and outsiders in their humes for fireside chat, which is one 
of the best methods of arresting attention. Brother Ball visited Brixworth, 
Stanwick, Rushton, Wellingboro, and Caxton, where there is a small Branch 
which was organized by brother Farrell. The brethren jointly visited Sheeps- 
head, and held three meetings there, both Saints and strangers, seeming to 
enjoy the meetings. This being brother Ball's old field of labor prior to his 
gathering, gave him an epportunity of testifying to thuse who still remained 
there, his continued faith in the Gospel; some opposition in sections of the 
Conference.” In all such places there can probably be found enquirers, and 
diligence might be used to advantage on the principle that the powers of evil 
rarely create opposition only where there exists the elements of success.

selling now at one dollar per bushel; barley, 65 cents; oats, 50 cents; rye, 
65 cents; corn, 65 cents; potatees, 30 cents; flour, two dollars 75 cents per 
hundred. The Co-op. raised 10,000 bushels of grain this year, also built a 
machine shop, a substantial boot and shoe shop, and made many more im- 
provements ; they have five saw mills in running order, and altogether nearly 
40 different departments of home industry. Prospects for the future are 
bright, although grasshoppers are feared by some next spring.“ 


Borie.—Brother Henry G. Boyle writes to the Deseret News from Des Aro, 
Prairie Co., Arkansas, as follows :—‘* Most of the Elders called and set apart 
at the last Conference for the Southern States district, have arrived at their 
destination and entered upon their labors. They are distributed as follows— 
Elders J. W. Sharp and William Calder are laboring in Tennessee, where there 
is a Branch of the Church of seventeen members. Their address is Shady 
Grove, Hickman Co., Tenn. Elders J. P. Wimmer and J. 8. Page, jun., are 
at Bloomer, Sebastian Co., Ark., west of here, near the line of the Indian 
Territory; theirs is a new field of labor. Elders Samuel Worsencroft aud 
Samuel Douglass will leave here in a few days for their new field of labor in 
Van Buren and Independence Counties, north of bere. Their address will be 
Wolf Bayou, Independence Oe., Ark. Elders Charles Brewerton and Wm. C. 
Wightman, jun., are laboring here for the present, but will shortly join Elder 
J. T. Lisonbee, who is laboring at Oak Grove, De Kalb County, Ala. Elders 
Joseph Argyle and J. W. Thomas are preaching at Dixon, Neshoba Co., Mis. 
Elders John C. Harper and Franklin Haymore are laboring in Virginia and 
North Carolina, their address being Mount Airy, Surry Co., N. C. In Surry 
County there isa Branch of the Church. Elder John Morgan is doing a good 
work at Dirt Town, Chattonga Co., Ga., having baptized seventeen members 
and organized them into a Branch of the Church Riders J. D. H. McAllister 
and myself are laboring in this county, several of the other Elders baving 
assisted us for some weeks past. Our address is Box 34, Des Arc, Prairie Co., 
Ark. I have been thus particular in giving the addresses of the Elders, that 
the Saints in Utah who may have relatives and friends at or near where we are 
at work, can send us their names and address, and we will try to do them good 
as best we can. Again, I would remind the Saints to write to their relatives 
and friends, and send the papers to them. The Saints can do a great deal of 
good in this way. Eleven members from Alabama have joined this Branch of 
the Church, which now numbers eighty-eight members, a large portion of 
whom intend in the spring to emigrate to New Mexico or Arizona. Times are 
fearfully dull here. Suow is ten inches deep, aud colder than in Utah. Worst 
of all, about one half of the people of this part of the country are sick, and no 
wonder, the country produces scarcely any vegetables, and very seldom any 
fruit, consequently the diet here iscorn bread, made of coarse meal, and swine’s 
flesh, and the variety is made up of calumel, quinine, and other drugs.

The Lancashire (Pa.) Examiner and 
Express says— 

Eastern Civilization and Christi- 
anity bave no quarrel with the citizens 
of Utah in anything which is calculated 
to promote their material, intellectual, 
or moral welfare. Polygamy, which 
Brigham Young has made the distinct- 
ive feature of the Murmon system, is 
Tepugnant to every sense of Christian 
refinement, and its open practice an 
infamous violotion of the laws of God 
and man, which ought to be wiped 
from off the face of this fair land.” 

It seems to us that our Pennsylvania 
contemporary is in error in several 
particulars in the above extract. 

We are not aware that Eastern 
Civilization and Christianity” have 
any quarrel with the citizens of Utah 
on any point. True Christianity and 
true civilization sprang from the East, 
from Palestine, Jesus Christ being the 
author and grand exemplar thereof. 
Neither he nor the Christianity and 
<ivilization which he established and 
propagated has any quarrel with what 
the Examiner terms the distinctive 
feature of the Mormon ‘system,” so 
far as we have been able to learn. 
Jesus himself was of polygamous line- 
age and nationality, and there is no 
authentic record of his ever uttering 
the first word of condemnation of that 
form of marriage. When, therefore, 
the Examiner speaks of Eastern 
Christianity and Civilization” in this 
connection, it really means western 


improvements“ and ‘‘ refinements” 
upon the pure Eastern“ article in- 
stituted by the Savior, which im- 
provements” and ‘‘ refinements” there 
is every reason to believe he would 
uncompromisingly condemn if he were 
here to day in person, ministering to 
men upon the earth as in the days of 
his sojourn in the flesh near two thou- 
sand yeare ago. St. Paul said, Though 
we, or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other Gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached unto you, let 
him beaccursed.”

Therefore the Examiner must be in 
error, and must have come to an illo- 
gical, unfair, and unjust conclusion, 
when it says the *‘ Mormon system 
ought to be swept from off the face of 
this fair land.”

ADMISSION OF UTAH. 
— 


Our dispatches have stated that Mr. 
Cannon, Delegate from Utah, had 
said that he was confident of securing 
favorable action on the bill admitting 
Utah into the Union. The same dis- 
patch also intimates that there will be 
a strong opposition to the bill, that 
the discussion will bring the entire 
** Mormon” question into prominenee, 
and that it will have to be settled 
one wy or the other by Congress, 
before Utah can become a State, also 


that “Mormon” hostility to Gentile 
settlers will prove the greatest stum- 
bling block to the success of the bill.” 

The exploded notion of ‘‘ Mormon 
hostility io Gentile settlers” is one of 
those bugbears, horrible creatures of 
the imagination, which might be used 
to frighten children with, but could 
hardly have much effect upon men and 
women. It is sufficient on this point 
to say that Gentile settlers” have 
always lived here, and that they go and 
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come, settle and do business, as they 
please, without let or hindrance, much 
as they do in any Territory or State. 

As regards the settlement of the 
‘* Mormon” question by Congress be- 
fore Utah can become a State. What 
has Congress to do with the settlement 
ef the ‘‘Mormon” question, or any 
other religious question, before Utab 
becomes a State? Mormonism“ is 
a religion, the religion of many thou- 
sands of sincere, well meaning, con- 
scientious people. What has Congress 
to do with their religious convictions ? 
Those convictions are settled. Congress 
net only has no power nor authority, 
ner business to settle them, but we 
do net see how it is possible for that 
body to either settle or unsettle them. 
Congress has nothing to do with any- 
body’s religion, no right to interfere 
with it, and therefore has no right to 
make any action concerning Mor 
monism” preliminary to, or a basis of, 
the admission of Utah into the Union 
as a State, not the least sbadow of 
right whatever. It is just as con- 
sistent to say that the question of 
Methodism, or the question of Cathol 
icism, must be settled before Utah 
can be admitted into the Union. 
What has ‘‘Mormonism,” Methodism, 
or Catholicism to do with the admission 
or rejection of Utah? What has Con- 

ress to de with ‘‘ Mormenism,” or 

ethodism or Catholicism in connec- 
tion with the admission of States? 
„ Mormonism” is not the established 
religion of the Union, nor is Metho- 
dism, nor is Catholicism. This drag- 
ging of the subject of religion into the 
question of the admission of States is 
a mere political side issue, and is 
wholly irrelevant to the real question 
at issue. It lacks the sanction of 
constitutional law or fundamental 
principle, and the weight of consis- 
tent procedure. Those members who 
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seek in such a discussion to bring 
„the entire question” of any religion 
up in Congress are out of order, and 
should be promptly and effectually 
voted down, rebuked so sharply that 
they would not err a second time in 
that direction. 

Utah does not ask admission into. 
the Union because many of her people 
are Mormons.“ She would not 
expect to be admitted on the plea that 
they were Methodists or Presbyterians. 
She has the good sense to know that 
the religion of the peeple has no legit- 
imate constitutional bearing upon the 
question, and should not be introduced’ 
in the connection. 

Utah asks to be aduitted beciuse 
she thinks she is entitled to be ad- 
mitted. She has more population 
than some of the States of the Union. 
Her people are intelligent, enterpris- 
ing, energetic, industrious, and ahove- 
the average in morality. She proved 
herself capable of self-government 
years and years ago. She is one of 
the most loyal commonwealths in the- 
land. There are no people more truly 
patriotic than hers, no people more 
desirous of good, wholesome laws, no 
people more disposed to maintain 
public peace and good order, to develo 
her great and varied resources judi- 
ciously, and to promote local and 
national welfare and prosperity, union 
and harmony, on the soundest prin- 
ciples. 

Therefore do we eonsider that De- 
legate Cannon has good grounds on 
which to ask for the admission of Utah, 
and if Congress shall shortly admit 
her as a State, the admission will prove 
that the Federal Legislature isdisposed 


‘to act fairly iu the matter and in ace 


cordance with the intent of the fathers 
of our common country. — Deseret 
News.

of days school has been taught during the year, 143; present condition of 
school buildings, fair; amount of building funds raised, $39,081.12; amount 
of tax appropriated to the use of schools, $18,229.23; real value of school 
property, $453,615.22; total amount expended for school purposes during 
the year, $124,797.79.
